We  admit  that 
we  have  been  beaten  from  some  of  the  reports  we  are  receiving,  but  we 
try  to  console  ourselves  by  saying  that  when  there  are  thousands  of 
plants  to  be  looked  after  none  of  them  can  be  given  extraordinary  care. 

At  any  rate,  we  trust  you  have  all  enjoyed  your  flowers  this  year 
as  much  as  we  have,  for  truly  our  dahlias  have  been  a source  of  great 
pleasure  to  us.  Sometimes  the  work  has  been  hard,  and  sometimes  an 
unusually  warm  day  or  a switching  wind,  has  come  to  spoil  our  choicest 
blooms,  but  we  cut  them  off  at  once  and  in  a few  days  they  have  bloomed 
out  again  and  our  garden  is  as  beautiful  as  ever. 

For  five  months  our  garden  was  a beauty  spot,  and  when  I recall  the 
wonderful  rows  of  Champagne,  Rookwood,  Mrs.  I.  de  ver  Warner,  and 
many,  many  others,  covered  with  blossoms  early  and  late,  the  work 
and  the  worry  are  very  insignificant  in  comparison. 

We  have  furnished  flowers  for  many  baskets  and  other  decorations, 
and  the  artistic  blooms  and  their  magnificent  colorings  make  a glorious 
spectacle,  as  you  all  know  who  have  attended  the  Dahlia  Shows.  Some- 
times all  shades  were  massed  together  in  a brilliant  blaze  and  riot  of 
color.  A favorite  method  with  us  has  been  to  blend  the  kindred  shades 
including  reds,  bronzes,  coppers,  golds  and  yellows,  or  else  the  cerise, 
rose,  lavender  and  pink  tones.  The  idea  has  occurred  to  us  that  if  one 
were  skillful  enough  to  plant  a patch  of  dahlias  arranging  the  colors  in 
a similiar  manner,  a wonderful  effect  might  be  produced.  Imagine  a bed 
of  them,  for  instance,  of  autumn  shades  having  for  a background  vines 
and  shrubbery  or  trees  with  leaves  turning  to  red  and  yellow  as  the 
fall  comes  on.
